Uncertainty and dissension con- 
tinue to plague the Northeast 
Community Mental Health Serv- 
ices despite attempts to patch up 
differences and pick up the pieces 
after a_ series of bitter，clash- 
filled meetings，serious allega- 
tions, resignations and firings. 

An investigation has been com- 
pleted of charges brought for- 
ward by child psychiatrist Dr. 
Sanford Tom claiming adminis- 
trative mismanagement of two 
Chinatown mental health pro- 
grams 一 the Chinatown Child- 
hood Development Center (CC- 
DC) and the after-care residential 
program ( 卫 /W 27/13; 2720). 

A report,， issued by an ad hoc 
committee ofthe City and County 
Mental Health Advisory Board 
(MHAB)，agrees with Tom that 
the“administration of the China- 
town programs has been inade- 
quate.” The responsibijity forthe 
administrative failures is placed 
on the shoulders of the only per- 
Son Spanning the City and Inec. 
(CCDC and atfter-care are gov- 
erned by a non-profit corporation 
with a cominunity-based board of 
directors) NECMHS programs， 
the director of NECMHS, Arthur 
B. Carfagni, Jr.，M.D. However， 
the report indicated no substan- 
tive，definite allegation of mis- 
conduct on Carfagni's pant. 

PERSONALITY

Six Co'"s Moves To Seffle 
Hospital Board Conflict

According to various newWs- 
papers 让 Chinatown，a meeting 
was held on June 7 by the' Chi- 
nese Consolidated Benevolent 
Association (Chinese Six Compa- 
nies) in an effort to mediate the 
current controversy among mem- 
bers of the board of directors of 
Chinese 再 ospital. 

Delegates from 13 of the 15 or- 
ganizations represented on the 
Chinese Hospital board were 
present to hear a proposal sub- 
mitted by Young Wo Benevolent 
Association president George 
Chinn and seconded by Sam Yup 
Benevolent Association president 
Dick Quock. Representatives 
from the Chinese-American Citi- 
Zens Alliance and' the Chinese 
Christian Union were absent， 

The proposal，passed unani- 

mously by the Six Companies 
board，recommended the follow- 
ing: 
e that the 15 organization reap- 
point Tepresentatives to the 
board，which would conduct an 
election of officers at an appropri- 
ate time. These “Teappointed” 
representatives，whether they be 
new or jdentical to those serving 
currently，would be obligated to 
recognize .all commitments 
passedbythe current board . 


e tkat the reconstituted board 
forget about past differences and 
thereby terminate all Chinese 
Hospital-related litigations. Two 
court cases， 了 exvmg 天 a7-cPz725 
0S.

A change of represen- 
tative would be inexpedient at 
this timne，he said，in that work 
concerning the proposed Chinese 
Hospital outpatient facility must 
be done quickly.” 

At Ppresent，an architectural 
plan with detailed specifications 
for the outpatient facility is near 
completion and will be sent to 
government officials tomorrow.

The 
report focused on this personality 
conflict and mentioned，bnut 
played down，what 过 called the 
“community splits”and“politi- 
cal factionalism in Chinatown” 
that -may also have been in- 
Volved. 

Saturday morning,-after attor- 
ney and ad hoc committee chair- 
man Irwin Left submitted the re- 
portto the board, Tom expressed 
Strong disagreement with two 
assertions in the study. He asked 
how administrative blame could 
be placed on him when no re- 
sponsibility (in the children' s pro- 
gram) was conferred upon him. 
“It was precisely-because I had 
no_ responsibility that I brought 
the matter before you，” he told 
the board. 

CLICHE 

The weight given in the report 
to the personajlity conflict was the 
Second :criticism voiced byTom. 
“Is a cliche that has no mean- 
ing， ”he told East/4West， -了 He 
asked the ad hoc committee t0 
delineate what was meant by a 
personality conflict.” 

Attorney Leff declined to am- 
plify，saying it was“mnot appro- 
priate for public .discussion.2” 
After the meeting Leff expressed 
disappointment with Tom's atti- 
tude at the meeting， Lefft re- 
affirmed the finding that the pri- 
mary responsibility for the fail- 
Ures rested with Carfagni, but he 
found fault with the pettiness and 
]ack of leadership of the two 
Senior psychiatrists. 

The report，while pointing out 
inefficiencies in the corporate 
programs when compared with 
the city-run programs，found 
“nothing to change the support 
of the Northeast Corporation 
heretofore voted by the MHAB:” 
L 世 was further pointed out by the 
report and an addendum by Car- 
fagni that efficiency of the Inec. 
programs increased as they over- 
came the initial costs involved in 
setting up the programs, 

To clarify these complex issues， 
过 is necessary to bring out in the 
open some ofthe feuds and bitter 
feeling thatpermeate the mental 
health programs in Chinatowm， 

CARFAGNI RESIGNS 

Dr. Carfagni has resigned as 
director of the city-run segment 
of Northeast. It is still possible 
that he will continue as head of 
NECMHS，Imec.， 计 the board of 
directors decides to retain him， 
Carfagni said he came to the con- 
clusion that there was a _ potential 
conflict of interest in his heading 
both the Inc. and the City pro- 
grams. Some observers feel that 
it was the city s director of public 
health，Dr. Francis_ Curry，who 
insisted that Carfagni resign from 
the civil service job rather than 
from the corporate position. Cur- 
ry declined last week to comment 
on the Carfagni issue until he had 
time to study MHAB's report.

eration ， Army (SLA) 一 that 1(]) 
SLA _ members once lived in a 
Berkeley commune (allegedly 
called the “Peking House”) and 
were members of the U.S.-China 
Peoples Friendship Association ; 
and (2) “SLA _ members have 
brainwashed ,themselves Using 
Chinese techniques . . . a brutal 
piocess of criticism and self-criti- 
cism which is the glue that ee 
Red China together.… 

Upset by the above media cov- 
erage，San Francisco U.S.-China 
Peoples Friendship Association， 
a _ group involved in promoting 
friendship and mutual under- 
standing between the two coun- 
tries, held a press conference Fri- 
day to answer to these charges. 

After stating their organiza- 
tion"s purpose，members of the 


Association made ii clear that : 


there has been no connection 
whatsoever between the U.S.- 
China Peoples Friendship Associ- 
ation and the SLA, and that criti- 
cism and self-criticism is not 
“brainwashing 一 but an effective 
and democratic method of resolv- 
ing social and _ political differ- 
ences in China.

The 
central office administrators keep 
on their toes when they know 
they have to confront the bold， 
straight-talking Ms, Barkley, said 
Wong. But despite her strong in- 
fuence, Wong said he does often 
disagree with her and act inde- 
pendently on the board. 

Wong feels Tom should have 
challenged the central adminis- 
tration at 1195 Bush long ago in- 
stead of“sitting at 1548 Stock- 
ton.”

SCHOOLS 

Beyond this, there are the two 
basic schools of -thought on civil 
service Vs， corporate manage- 
ment.

Curry admits _ that New York 
City is an _ example of corporate 
mental health cost overruns. Both 
Attorney Leff and Curry deny 
that that is the case here and 
point to Westside district effi- 
ciency and ability to circumvent 
civil service red tape. 

DIVISIVE 

So what we have, to sum up a 
complex,，controversial issue, is a 
divided_ community，as in the 
case of Chinese Hospital. Friends 
are being asked to take sides 
against _ friends or sit on the 
fence. The function of the advi- 
SOFyY board is uncetrtain and a divi- 
sive clash within Northeast is 
possibjle， - 

Bad feelings have developed 
between the chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors” health and 
environment committee and the 
director of public health. China- 
town' s pioneering bilingual psy- 
chiatrists and one of Chinatowmn s 
most vocal activists are engaged 
in a bitter rivalry. 

The state is threatening a fund 
cutback and the _ city Mental 
Health Advisory Board is losing 
its patience with Chinatown. 

The supervisors have passed a 
resolution, thejlegality of which is 
in doubt，giving them final ap- 
proval of site selections, and one 
can't tell who is ruling the roost 
at the Northeast Mental 百 ealth 
Services central office without a 
program .

Customs Officer Speaks on Tariffs， Duf

And a service he did perform in 
speaking to the_Tea Forum，a 
community organization of over 
40 members, many of whom have 
businesses in Chinatown，about 
ihe present trends in trade be- 
ween the U.S. and Far Eastern 
2ountries. 

Over lunch at Joe Jung's res- 
taurant recently，he explained 
the U.S.'s jlimited trade with 
China， Because China，being a 
Communist country，still has not 
been granted the“most favored 
nation trading status, tariffs on 
China imports are high, he said. 

For example，China knit ,ap- 

parel is charged a 90 per cent 
duty (the norm for other coun- 
tries covered by the Geneva 
Agreement of Tariff and Trade is 
4222 per cent); China metal arti- 
cles are charged a 65 per cent 
duty (the normi is 5 per cent)， 

Presently，the Trade Reform 
Act is being considered，which 
would reduce the duty rate for 

the Soviet Union.“There can be 
no reduction for China until the 
rate、\for the Soviet Union is 
reduced,”，said Lim,， “but protec- 
tionist forces in the U.S. are very 
active againstthe bill.” 
LIMITED TRADE 


A graduate from U.C. Berkeley 
in chemistry and a 27-year vet- 
eran with .Customs，Lim said 
there were many adverse condi- 
tions limiting U.S.-Far East 
trade.
